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POVERTY LAW REPORTS 


Auto Credit Advertising Violates Truth-in-Lending ; 


The Federal Trade Commission provisionally has 
accepted an agreement to its first consent order 
under the federal Truth-in-Lending Act by Chrysler 
Corporation and its advertising agency that prohibits 
them from stating in their advertising any amount 
for monthly installment payments unless the creditor 
involved usually and customarily arranges credit or 
installments in that amount. 

They have also agreed to cease and desist from 
representing in credit advertising, directly or by 
implication, the amount of the down payment or 
that none is required, the amount of the install- 
ments, the number of installments or period of 
repayment, the dollar amount of any finance charge 
or that there is no charge for credit unless they 
also state the cash price, the amount of down pay- 
ment required, the number, amount, and due dates 
or periods of payments, the amount of the finance 
charge expressed as an annual percentage rate and 
the deferred payment price.

HEW Proposes Revised Fair Hearing Regulations 


HEW has proposed regulations requiring state wel- 
fare agencies, in cases where a welfare recipient 
faces a loss or reduction of benefits, to continue 
public assistance payments during the fair hearing 
process when there is an issue of fact or judgment 
in the individual case, The new policy also would 
require state or local agencies to notify the recipi- 
ent in advance of the proposed action and offer him 
an opportunity for a conference with agency officials. 
The proposed regulations would further specify that 
states must provide information to claimants to help 
them make use of any legal services available in 
the community for representation at fair hearings, 

The new proposal would modify an earlier regu- 
lation that was scheduled to become effective on 
July 1, 1970 (Poverty Law Reports, 9334 and 10,246), 

Also, it is proposed to combine a requirement 
for a pretermination evidentiary hearing set forth 
by the U.S. Supreme Court in Goldberg v. Kelly 
(Poverty Law Reports, 11,138), and a provision of 
the Social Security Act requiring a fair hearing be- 
fore the state agency. Both requirements would be 
met in one hearing. The revised regulations, which 
would consolidate all the existing federal require- 
ments on fair hearings, are scheduled to become 
effective on July 1, 1970,

CONTRACTING OPPORTUNITIES 
UNDER 8(a) 


The Small Business Administration’s 8(a) pro- 
gram is another tool to assist small businesses that 
want to participate in the Federal Government’s 
multi-billion dollar a year procurement program, 
Through this program, SBA is helping minorities to 
become owners of manufacturing, construction and 
related service enterprises. The goaloftheprogram 
is to open the doors of government contracting 
Opportunities to those Americans unable, or un- 
likely, to get a chance to bid on competitive con- 
tracts by making available preferential 8(a) con- 
dracts, The aim is to help create independent small 
business which will soon become competitive, 


WHAT 8a) CAN DO 


Under provisions of Section 8(a) of the Small 
Business Act of 1953, SBA can enter into contracts 
with other Federal agencies for supplies and ser- 
vices and then award these contracts to others to do 
the work, The small firms that are awarded 8(a) 
contracts can receive free management and tech- 


nical help in the planning and operating stages of 
a business, This aid is given to companies already 
in business who need a helping hand to expand, or 
to those individuals who are just startinga business, 
The contracts may be for items as complex as 
communications equipment, aircraft repairsor com- 
puter programming, On the other hand, they may call 
for such services as minor construction work, win- 
dow washing, janitorial help, food supply or small 
repairs, 


HOW 8(a) WORKS 


Although potential minority suppliers sometimes 
come directly to SBA for help, others learn of the 
8(a) program through State and other Federal Gov- 
ernment agencies, community action groupsor simi- 
lar civic organizations, SBA actively seeks minority 
capability through its outreach programs under 
‘Operation BUSINESS MAINSTREAM.’ SBA also 
assists minority contracts in locating and finding 
work, It then coordinates available help at all levels 
from private and public sources, so the firms can 
grow and improve their production, SBA also en- 
courages successful firms, who have the manage- 
ment and technical know-how, to sponsor or sup= 
port minority firms,

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HOUSING AMENDMENT 


An amendment proposed by Senator Edward W. 
Brooke to the 1937 Housing Act which constituted a 
boon for residents of low-income housing projects is 
under discussion in Congress. 


Another amendment is being proposed to the pre- 
sent Congress which would amend the Brooke amend- 
ment passed by the 91st Congress in December, 1969. 


Section 213 of the 1969 Housing and Urban De- 
velopment Act called the Brooke amendment states: 


(b) The requirement in section 2(1) of the United 
States Housing Act of 1937 that the rents fixed by 
public housing agencies may not exceed one-fourth of 
a low-rent housing tenant's income shall be effective 
not later than ninety days following the date of the 
enactment of this Act. The requirement shall not ap- 
ply in any case in which the Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development determines that limiting the rent 
of any tenant or class of tenants, as provided by such 
section 2(1), will result in a reduction in the amount 
of welfare assistance which would otherwise be pro- 
vided to such tenant or class of tenants by a public 
agency. 
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
